Karakul fur bearing sheep are 
being raised as a new project in 
Upland. 

On Benson avenue at Thirteenth 
street, Harold K. Hemingway, On- 
tario business man, is maintaining 
a herd of the sheep as a joint ven- 
ture with a resident in Maywood 
district. A residence is being 
built on the property for Mr. Hem- 
ingway and on its completion he 
and his family will move there. 

Fifty head of the sheep are in 
the local herd at present. About 
the same size as the common type 
of sheep and valuable for their 
fur, the Karakul is 4 new variety 
in this district. A Chino resident 
recently established a herd. As 
far as is known, this is the sec- 
ond herd in the West End of the 
county. 

Only the hides of the young 
sheep are used to supply the fur 
demand. The male lambs are kill- 
ed before they become three days 
old, according to John Salansky, 
herder in charge of the _ local 
flock. The current price is $17.50 
for each hide, he said. 

The Karakul fur is reported to 
be in wide demand and much in- 
terest is expected to be shown in 
the new local project.

Governor Olson’s objection to an inereased gasoline tax 
will meet with just about unanimous approval with the citi- 
vens of California. Still there are some demands by legislat- 
ors, and motorists are wondering—quite naturally—if another 
increase would not prove more than ‘‘the traffic can bear.’’ 
Surely the motorists are paying their reasonable share into 
the state treasury—and have been for some years. It just 
seems to be regarded as an easy matter to get more tax money 
out of the motorist—and he is now paying one-third of Cali- 
fornia’s tax receipts. Back in 1923 the average price of gaso- 
line was 2le per gallon—not including taxes—but while the 
average pkice has now been reduced to 1414e, the addition of 
mounting taxes has virtually wiped out the savings to the con- 
sumer. As the motorist’s gasoline tax bill has jumped from 
$4.37 in 1923 to $35.37 at present, he may have good reason 
for thinking he is paying plenty.

California again stands at the head of the list in total reg- 
istration of vehicles for the year 1938, leading its closest rival. 
New York, by 30,188 for the year. Total number of vehicles 
registered in this state was 2,689,997. Not only that, but this 
Jolden state covered itself with glory by maintaining its low 
average cost per vehicles of $7.10 as compared with New 
York’s average of $16.50. Only seven states of the nation 
have a lower average cost of registration for automobiles, 
trucks, trailers and busses—Georgia, Nebraska, South Caro- 
lina, Utah, Wyoming, Nevada and Massachusetts—and only 
one of these states has a total registration of more than a mil- 
lion vehicles. Registration collections in California last year 
amounted to $22,332,421, including the ‘‘in lieu’? tax fees, | 
which were approximately the same amount as the registra- | 
tion fees collected.
